SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording promotes the infliction of extreme violence. The recording 
contains the description and depiction of various techniques that involve the injuring or 
killing of an armed opponent. These themes are presented in an instructional manner 
and are constantly reiterated throughout the main feature by means of detailed 
explanations and repetitive demonstrations by the instructors. 

In regard to the submission of the importer, it is noted that the recording was sent to 
the importer to evaluate its use in training members of the New Zealand Defence 
Force. It is also recognised that the importer is a self defence consultant and personal 
security instructor to both public and private sector agencies and has previously been 
contracted to train members of the New Zealand Defence Force in close quarter 
battle. 

In reference to the other assistance sought by the Office of Film and Literature 
Classification, it is noted that the New Zealand Police Force was of the opinion that the 
material depicted a level of violence that was injurious to the public good. Similarly, 
the New Zealand Defence Force felt that such material should not be made available 
to private individuals. 

In considering the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act), it is noted that the 
right of the importer to receive and impart this information (s.14 of the NZBR Act) is 
subject to such reasonable limits prescribed by law as can be demonstrably justified in 
a free and democratic society (s.5 of the NZBR Act). Given that the video recording 
promotes the infliction of extreme violence under s.3(2)(f) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993, and the conclusion of the other assistance 
sought, it is considered that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to 
the public good. The video recording is therefore classified as objectionable. 
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
